NOT BARTERING PRINCIPLES 
Following is the text of the 
State Department announcement: 
“There would seem to be at this 
time no reason for negotiations. 
The Américan government, as the 
President said in his message to 
the Congress, is not proposing to 
barter away its principles. 

“If the soviet authorities are 
ready to restore the confiscated 
property of American citizens or 
make effective compensation they 
can do so. If seviet authorities 
are ready to repeal their decree 
repudiating Russia's obligations to 
this “country and recognize them, 
they can do so. It requires no 
conference or negotiation to ac- 
complish these results which can 
and should be achieved at Mos- 
cow as evidence of good faith. 

“The American government has 
not incurred Habilities to Ruasia 
or repudiated obligations. Most 
serious is the continued propagan- 
dg to overthrow the institutions of 
this country. This government 
can enter into no negotiations un- 
til these efforts directed from Mos- 
cow are abandoned.”

| The picturesque career of the 
legendary Robin Hood, were it to 
be taken from the depths of Shor- 
wood Forest to the desert wastes 
of Spanish Morocco and there re- 
enacted in these modern times, 
would scarcely be more replete 
with colorful adventure than was 
the life of Mulai Ahmed Raisuli, 
international bandit de luxe, whose 
many kidnaping episodes in con- 
nection with his more than forty 
years of brigandage have nettied 
half aldozen great powers, not ex- 
cepting the United States. 

Raisuli first ran afoul the Wash- 
ington government in 1904, when 
he kidnaped and held for ransom 
Ian H. Perdicarisa, an American 
subject born in Athens, and Crom- 
well Varley, his son-in-law, a Brit- 
ish citizen. Mr. Perdicaris, re- 
ported to be immensely -wealthy, 
owned a beaut summer villa 
in the Benl Arreg Hills of Moroc- 
co, where it his custom to 
entertain many European notables 
in lavish style. One night, while 
a brilliant dinner-dance was in 

ress, a band of outlaws, head- 
ed by Raisguli, quietly surrounded 
the house, overpowered the host 
and his son-in-law and i carried 
them, still in their evening clothes, 
to the bandit’s lair in the ‘moun- 
tain k of a Kabyle village. 


AR SHIPS DISPATCHED 

While a wave of indignation over 
the cident was sweeping the 
United States, the _. government

600. The Sultan, however, dread- 
ing to dignify the bandit by treat- 
ing with him, adopted a negative 
attitude which further angered the 
American State Department and 
resulted in the sending of several 
additional war ships to Tangier, 
and the pointing of American guns 
at the Sultan's capital. 

It was at this stage that the 
famous cablegram, “Perdicaris 
alive or Ratsull) dead,” supposed 
to have been t by President 
Roosevelt t @ Sultan, was read 
from the rostrum of the Republic- 
an National Convention, then 
meeting in Chicago. Two days 
later word was received that Per- 
dicaris and Varley had been re- 
leased, although it was not in re- 
sponse to the business-like cable- 
gram, which President Roosevelt 
said later had been prepared but 
never sent. .The Suitan, fearing 
the destruction of his city, had 
paid the ransom. 

The kidnaping of Perdicaris was 
not the first mischief-making en- 
terprise by which Raisuli attracted 
world-wide attention. One of his 
earlier victims had been Walter B. 
Harris, a correspondent of the 
London Times, who was captured 
and held for a ransom of £10,000 
in 1901. Harris at first refused to 
allow payment of the money, but 
was subjected to so many indig- 
nities that he finally capitulated. 
One of his most grewsome experi- 
ences while a captive was to awake 
one morning and find a headless 
body, dressed in his own clothes, 
occupying part of his little shelter 
tent. 


KIDNAPS SCOTCHMAN 


was Kald General Sir Henry Mac- 
Lean, a Scotchman who was serv- 
ing as commander of the Sultan's 
bodyguard. Next to the Sultan 
himself, MacLean was the most 
powerful and influential man in 
Morocco. Believing that Raisuli 
was in a mood to make peace with 
the authorities, he had arranged a 
meeting with the bandit and was 
commissioned to take him seme 
presents from the Sultan. Raisuli 
sent a guard of fifteen men to 
escort MacLean, but hardly was 
the party clear of Fez when the 
General was informed that he was 
a prisoner. 
In addition to heaping more 
troubles on the already harassed 
Sultan, the kidnaping stirred up 
the entire British nation, much to 
the delight of Raisuli, who knew 
that it would be imposible for 
the British or any other govern- 
ment to undertake a campaign 
against him. As tribute for the 
release of his captive the bandit 
demanded $200,000 in cash: the 
recognition of his outlaw army, 
and his appointment to the gov- 
ernorship of Tangier. After months 
-of negotiatiors with both the 
British and Moroccan autunorities 
Raisuli liberated MacLean on the 
payment of $100,000 and the prom- 
ise of protection. | 
This occurred in 1907, when the 
bandit was at the height of his 
lawlessness. During the next few 
years he became such a menace 
to law and order that the Spanish 
Governor-General, realizing that 
he could not subdue his influence, 
decided virtually to take him into 
partnership with the constituted 
authorities by appointing him Gov- 
ernor of the Tangier district and 
of the City of Arzela. Following 
the World War, however, the 
Svoaniards, finding that they were 
unable longer to sponsor the ex-

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Call- 
fornia oranges were 25 cents per 
box lower, thirteen cars being sold 
at an average range of $2.85 to 
$6.13 per bov.

Florida grapefruit was 37% to 
50 cents per box higher; nine cars 
sold, prices ranging about $1.62% 
to $7 per box. Oranges were firm 
at the opening but prices declined 
at the close. Sales totaled forty- 
one cars, prices ranging about 
$1.37% to §7.62%. Tangerinese 
were 25 to 37% cents lower, twen- 
ty cars being sold at 75 cents to 
$6.75 per halt box. 

Strawberries were generally held 
at $1 per quart and met with a 
good demand on fancy. Apples 
were steady on fancy of large size, 
showing good color. Pears were 
at unchanged prices. . 

Canned foods trading in the 
New York jobbing market was 
largely of the pick-up variety and 
the price basis ruled unchanged.

Testifying to the popularity of 
financing through building and 
loan associations, and to the su- 
premacy of this county in new con- 
struction, the annual report of 
building and

Money Cheap, Situation Unchanged, 
Exchange Loaded; Another Bank Bonus 


Money is’temporarily cheap, the investment situation is unchanged, 
and the exchange situation has the earmarks of being loaded. 
are three boiled down statemerits contained in the current issue of the 
Economic Review and Forecast issued by the National City Bank 


of Los Angeles. 

Under the caption of “The Gen- 
eral Business Situation,” the bank's 
economist says that November, as 
a whole, was merely the statistical] 
justification of their November 
forecast that business was funda- 
mentally sound and in a major up- 
ward trend and only awaited the 
time when the consciousness cf 
that fact in all of its ramifications, 
economic and otherwise, dawned 
upon more b men.

Perigord Puts 


-IN HARBOR 


Ruhr Crisis on 


Our Shoulders 


The United States can't step oif 
the globe, declared Capt. Paul Peri- 
gord in an address on the Ruhr 
question as related to the League 
of Nations, delivered before a 
luncheon meeting of the Los An- 
geles County League of Nations 
Nonparti¢an Association, given at 
the Alexandria yesterday. 

Capt. Perigord, who is professor 
of economics and history at the 
California Inatitute of Technology 
of Pasadena, is a Frenchman by 
birth, an Amerigan citizen by 
choice, and took part in the war 
as an officer fh the French army. 
He .been.a‘lifetong student of 
international affairs, and is a force- 
ful speaker. 

In his address he stressed the 
responsibility of this country for 
the Franco-German controversy in 
the Ruhr, suggesting that had 
America continu to take a hand 
in European affairs the complica- 
tions that now exist would not 
have developed. 

“By refusing to become a mem- 


j}ber of the League of Nations. 


America, regarded by the Euro- 
peans as the mother of democra- 
cies, left the newly established 
democracies in Europe to shift for 
themselves, and had it not been for 
the protection of the French, these 
new governments would have 
falien to pieces,” he declared. 
“From being regarded as one of 
the greatest constructive nations 
our country has come to be looked 
upon as the most destructive.”

Do You Want to Cook Locusts? 

Nearly 2000 years after the 
somewhat celebrated locust ban- 
quet of John the Baptist it has oc- 
curred to the Bureau of Agricul- 
ture of the Philippine Iglands to 
issue a bulletin containing recipes 
for cooking locusts. Presumably 
the desirably of such information 
has been suggested by the recent 
plague of locusts in that @chipel- 
ato. Here are a few sam reci- 


Preparation— Pour alive into 
beiling water. Spread out on shal- 
low trave to dry. Trim off wings. 
legs and tip of body. Remove hood. 


iwhich can be easily done by sep- 


arating t head first. Rinse in 
water. Small locusts need not have 
legs removed, as they are tender, 


them in the sun for several days. 

Langostas on Tomatoes—Boil Jo- 
custs in vinegar, crushed garlic and 
salt for about five minutes. Take 
the semicooked locusts from the 
fire, leaving the pan—carajay. Put 
on this pan sufficient lard, sliced 
onion, galt and plenty of sliced to- 
matoes, crushing the ingredients 
together as they become tender. 
Then add the semicooked—sanco- 
chado—locusts and let boil slowly 
for about ten minutes. 

Langostas on Pino—Prepare as 
abovo, only after the ingredients 
are crushed a whole pineapple cut 
to small squares should be added; 
lastly the semicooked locusts. 

Adobe de Longostas—Boil locusts 
for about ten minutes in sufficient 
Vinegar, galt and crushed garlic. 
and when the vinegar dries off fry 
in lard—[Living Age. 


Futare Wood Supply Insured 

Sweden has recently p ulgat- 
ed a very drastic law protecting 
the forests and ineuring a future 
supply of wood by a scheme of re- 
planting. Sweden is among the 
largest lumber-exporting countries 
of the world, and more than half 
of the 41,000,000 hectares (one 
hectare equals 2.8 acres) consti- 
tuting the total area of Sweden are 


| covered by forests. The number of 


hectares of forest lands in Sweden 
to every 100 inhabitants is 302, and 
the corresponding numbers for 
Russia, Germany and Great Britain 
are 168, 22 and 38, respectively. 
Sweden has always taken care of 
ite forests and the new law is said 
to be the most perfect in force 
anywhere.

Probably most people will agree 
about what Los Angeles needs. The 
next question would be: How can 
we get them? The difficulty about 
getting anything done in an. Amer- 
ican city is because we have chos- 
en for ourselves a form of goyern- 
ment which is not calculated to get 
things done. Therefore, if we are 
to get things done our govern- 
mental machinery must receive 
help. Fortunately, this is being 
done in some fields. We have the 
following practical illustrations: 

Perhaps our greatest problem is 
to develop our harbor into one of 
the world’s greatest seaports ac- 
cording to a comprehensive and 
complete plan designed by Ameri- 
ca’s best engineering intelligence 
on this subject. it would not be 
reasonable to expect thie at the 
hands of our municipal govern- 
ment, but just such a plan will be 
made avaijable to the port author- 
ities through the work of what is 
known as the Greater Harbor Com- 
mittee of Two Hundred, brought 
into existence by the chambers of 
commerce of Los Angeles and Long 
Beach and working under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Henry M. 
Robinson. 

Another of our great problems is 
the appalling prevalence of violen’ 
crime whereby life and property 
stand in greater peril here than in. 
any other Jarge city. This prob- 
lem fs fairly well advanced toward 
the best solution of which it ts ca- 
pable through the tremendously 
splendid work of the Crime Com- 
mission, which was brought into 
existence by the Community De- 
velopment Association and which ts 
working under the chairmanship of 
Maj. Walter K. Tuller. 

The foregoing aré merely iilus- 
trationg of a method witch is prov- 
ing itself to be effectual. Much can 
be accomplished by this method. 
For each of the several problems 
a commission of the foregoing 
character can be created. It can 
be brought into existence by some 
agency which commands general 
respect and confidence. Its mem- 
bership can be composed of the 
very best of our citizenghip, chosen 
for especial suitability to the par- 
ticular task. Such a commission 
should have no power to do afy- 
thing about thé problem except to 
study it and give advice toe the 
properly responsible governmental 
bodies. The best of our citizenship 
will serve on these commigsiong for 
the mere pleasure of thie kind 
association with other men of t

But Says Ordinances Are 
to be Enforced.as Long as 
They Are on Books — 


Police Commissioner Birnbaum, 
as an individual, favors dancing 
past midnight.

Four Units of Outfall 


$1,250,000 


The Board of Public Works has 
received and opened bids for lay- 
ing four sections of the new out- 
fall sewer. being built from the 
city to the sea, these portions of 
the new pipe line calling for an 
expenditure of over $1,250,000. The 
four sections include that part of 
the sewer from Culver City to the 
sewage screening plant at Hy- 
perion. The improvements will be 
financed from the $12,000,000 
sewer bond issue authorized by the 
voters more than a year ago. 

Contracts have been let for the 
other sections and the laying of 
the pipe and other work is pro- 
ceeding rapidity under the direc- 
tion of Sewer Construction En- 
gineer Van Norman.

PURCHASE 
OF POWER 
SHOWN UP 
Seventy Per Cent of the 
City Consumption Said to 
be Bought From Edison 


“Councilman Mushet yesterday 
made public from official reports 
data sustaining his charge made 
from the floor of the Council at 
Monday's session that the Mu- 
nicipal Bureau of Power and Light 
was purchasing from the Southern 
California Edison Company 70 per 
cent of the requirements of the 
consumers on the city lines. 

“The records show,’ said Coun- 
cilman Mushet, “that during Octo- 
ber the city plants produced and 
delivered to Los Angeles consuim- 
ers, 12,461,193 kilowatt hours of 
electric current, while at the same 
time the Bureau purchased and re- 
ceived from the Edison company 
23,987,945 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity for consumers on the city 
lines. 

“The records show that in Octe- 
ber the city was purchasing 65.5 
per cent of its- current and was 
generating at the city plants but 
34.2 per cent of its needs. 

“In November, the ratio had in- 
creased to 70 per cent and 30 per 
cent generated at the city plants, 


and for December the _ ratio 
against the city plants is still 
larger. ese figures answer the 


claim of the Power Bureau, made 
on its behalf by Counciiman Cris- 
well, that the city plants are gen- 
erating 90,090 horsepower and pur- 
chasing but 50,000 horsepower. 
The Board of Public Service 
Commissioners also yesterduy 
adopted resolutions calling upon 
the Chief Electrical Engineer to 
make an estimate of the cost of 
an auxiliary steam, plant for gener- 
ating electricity, to~ be used in 
emergencies when breakdowns in 
the source of electrical power oc- 
eur.
